Lady Augnsta's abandonment of Enc- 
land to settle in Canada, whore her 
brother, Lord Klgin, was Governor. 
Stanley was exactly the man to suit the 
quiet habits and religious tastes of Lady 
Augusta, and the marriage was always 
considered ono of the happiest of all 
those concluded under the auspices of 
Her Majesty, whoso talent for match- 
making is proverbial.

So firmly hits this society held 
together, so inviolable have the members 
preserved their dread secret, so danger- 
ous have they been to the Indian com- 
munity, that they were courted in such 
a way that nothing was permitted to be 
said, written or done against them, so 
faarfnl were tho native Governments of 
drawing upon them and their subjects 
the terrible cnginry of their dreadful 
power. Tho caste was known to exist, 
much as death is known to bo ever pres- 
ent. 15ut no actual steps wcro taken for 
tho suppression of thuggery till the year 
1830. In 1810 the British power became 
first alive to the fact that thoThuo-s 
wcro no myth begotten of Hindoo fancy

would only give his child to ono of his 
own caste. But the woman is innocent 
as to tho character of her spouse. Sho 
has to assist in one crime, but that comes 
easy to her, that is to kill her female 
children. This is accomplished by ad- 
ministering to tho new-born babe a pinch 
of salt. To all Hindoos malo children 
arc a source of delight as well as pride, 
tho woman considering herself disgraced 
if she only gives Jtirth .to female chil- 
dren. To lifs wife tho Thug is kind and 
considerate, humoring her whims, and 
among Hindoo women ho is looked 
upon as a paragon of a husband, not 
making her a beast of burden, but giv- 
ing her lino clothes and trinkets, the 
best of food, and keeping her at peace 
with himself and tho world at largo. 
Seldom, though, docs the good husband 


. or tho night. 
The 
servants spread tho bedding on the 
floor, purchase provisions in tho mar- 
ket, and prepare tho meal in Mexican 
stylo. Bedsteads, tables and chairs are 
luxuries known only to tho. most 
wealthy among the native inhabitants, 


isuttcr tho Mexicans do not know how 


to make. The sugar is a very crudo ar- 
ticle, inferior to onr darkest brown sug- 
ar, tind is sold i)i little cones, that 
weigh tibotit a pound.

and is never made into cheese or butter 
Horses in Mexico arc never used for 
draught purposes, but aro employed 
only for ruling.

excursions, and always on business, but 
as that business gives her money and 
jewelry sho is reconciled to tho separa- 
tion, and never thinks of inquiring into 
tho nature of his transactions. The ed- 
ucation of his sons is his chief care; for 
ho has to educate his boy to tho profes- 
sion of murdering his fellow-creatures. 
In tlindostan boys and girls cometo the 
age of maturity about twelve and ten 
respectively. So at tho age of eleven 
cominencoa the young Thug's schooling 
He is taken with his father on one of tlTo 
distant excursions, but not a word is 
breathed about tho human sacrifice. 
This is continued for a year, giving tho 
boy an inclination for wandering and 
also an unsettled disposition. During 
this time tho yonth has heard a great 
deal, seen a little, and is permitted to 
indulge himself in every license. 


Another quality tho Thugs cultivate 


to perfection is that of being pleasing 
and entertaining. 
They are generally 


sharper than other Hindoos, having 
traveled and seen more than tho ordina- 
ry run of tho orthodox Urahmin. They 
toll capital etorics, sing well, and know 
every league of country for miles around 
their villages. 
Their general plan of 


action is this: Hearing that a caravan 
has to pass by a certain lonely road, 
they determine to murder every man, 
woman and child belonging to it, though 
it may number a couple of hundred 
people. One of their number is deputed 
as a decoy, who is to lead tho party into 
amlmsh. Tho work is done in this man- 
ner : Along tho road in which the com- 
pany has to pass the Thug travels, alone 
and unprotected, with his stock in trade 
slung over his shoulder. He catches up 
with the party and begs permission to 
travel with them, fearing murder and 
robbery. 
Permission is accorded \ who 


could suspect the meek, mild-mannered 
individual, with pleasing face and hum- 
ble demeanor, of being a Thug P 
His 
llrcss is but scanty, and ho looks poor 
ftnd ill-fed. No sooner has tho Thuo- 
secured admission than ho brings into 
play all his fascination. In tho south of 
India, tho hoat being less than in North 
India, much of tho travel is done by 
day, and when squatting round tho 
camp-fire, which is made to keep at bay 
wild animals, tho Thug proves an in- 
teresting companion, lie tolls ancient 
stories, legends of tho gods, sings a 
song, plays upon the Indian violin, and 
suggests tho best routes to pursue. His 
victims are gulled. They repose in him 
tho most perfect confidence, and are 
ready to follow him anywhere and ev- 
erywhere. 
All this time tho party 


doomed to destruction are being fol- 
lowed by a crowd of equally intcrckino- 
Thugs. 
° 


Tho decoy giros each day explicit in- 


structions to his unseen followers, by 
either marking on trees, breaking, off a 
twi<r or throwing a piece of nwr on tho 
trail, nil of which signs are as "plain to 
members of the caste as would bo a 
well-written and minute .code of instruc- 
tions to more civilized people. 
His di- 


rections are implicitly obeyed, and th» 
caravan is surrounded by a crowd of 
Thugs ready at any moment to fall upon 
and strangle every member composite 
it, at the word of their villainous chief. 
As time for action draws near he directs 
some few to go ahead, in fact, draws 
around it a perfect cordon—some for 
action, others merely to aot as scouts, 
and givo warning of danger to those 
composing tho main body, who in like 
manner communicate with their chief. 
When tho party is too largo ho calls to 
his aid another. 
They and the other 


two travel for a short distance together, 
but this is very seldom, as two amusing 
people generally clash, and discord 
would bo the consequence. 
If tho car- 


avans consisted of L>00 people the chief 
would probably not be content with a 
following of less than 500; for there is 
no danger of detection as long as no one 
escapes, and every care is taken that 
none escape. 
At a signal given gener- 


ally at night, when people are tired and 
asleep, the crowd close in upon their 
prey, two men to each victim. 
One 


holding tho mouth, the other prepares 
the twine, slips it around tho neck, and 
ere the lapse of half an hour tho foul 
deed is accomplished. 
Tho company 


which but a few minutes ago were men 
in rndo health now have passed away 
to tho great silent majority, and the 
Thug's work is done. 
Such articles as 


tako most his fancy are seized, the. bod- 
ies buried. 
Every trace of the murder 


is hidden and the Thug either assumes 
tho role of tho caravan traveler or dis- 
appears as suddenly as ho appeared, 
leaving nothing in the train of that dis- 
aster but tho wbndcrings and comments 
on tho part of the friends of tho mur- 
dered. Unfortunately tho law demands 
evidence ero a conviction can bo had, 
and 
though there 
may bo strong 


grounds of probability that certain men 
have been engaged in thuggery,it would 
bo a dangerous precedent for tho law to 
proceed on such assumption. 
I have 


been told of many instances where men 
suspected of Thuggism have been 
brought to the katchcrrils (courts) and 
after long trial have been condemned to 
suffer the extreme penalty of tho law, 
yet even then it was doubted whether 
they wcro actually Thugs or simple 
murderers.—Cor. San Francisco Chroni- 
cle.
